Two Electric Cars Come To- 
gether with Great Force. 


WAS ON A SUBURBAN LINE 


Dne Car fad Been Stopped But the 
Otner Was Moving Rapidly, 


OVER TWENTY PERSONS INJURED 


Accident Occurred on a Curve in a 
Deep Cut Which Prevented the 
Motorman Seeing Danger 
Until Too Late To Avoid 
Collision. 


Previdence, R. I., June 10.—A frightful 
accident resulting in the loss of four lives 
and the injuring of twenty-six persons. 
occurred on the Oakland Beach electric 
road at noon today, one of the injured be- 
ing Lieutenant Governor C. D. Kimball. 
Two cars met in a head-on collision on 
a sharp curve. 

The car coming toward the city tele- 
sscoped the down trip car, crashing its 
way through to the fifth seat. The dead 
are:

Additions to the death list are houriy 
expected, as several of the injured at the 
hospital are in a precarious condition. 
The accident occurred through the ef- 
forts of Motorman Burroughs to make a 
switch on the line, which is a single track. 
He had been given his signal to go ahead, 
and followed orders, with above results. 

The accident took place on the suburban 
line between this city and Oakland Beach, 
a summer resort some twelve miles dis- 
tant. Ordinarily the cars run on thirty 
minutes schedule, but on Sunday the 
travel is extremely heavy, and today fif- 
ten-minute time was in vogue. The car 


which left this city at 11:30 was not one | 


of the regular cars on the road, being 
smaller and of vestibule build. The car 
left the city terminus and before it had 
reached the outsKirts of the city was 
packed, passengers even standing in the 
aisles. When the car reached Warwick 
station it stopped to allow passengers 
to alight. 

According *‘o schedule, Conductor Man- 
chester should have waited a few minutes 
at the turnout to allow the up-bound 
Oakland Beach car to pass. He rang 
the signal to go ahead, and Motorman 
Burroughs put on his pcewer and the car 
Was soon speeding at a lively rate. Just 
beyond the station is a curve, then a 
Straight stretch of road, and then a 
sharp curve in a deep cut. It is impossi- 
ble for a motorman to see beyond the 
curve, as on the left is a high bank, 
hiding the rails from view. 

«The regular car Jeft Oakland Beach 
on its trip to the city, and Motorman 
Harry Hanlon was making his regular 
time to the turnout at the Warwick sta- 
tion. Suddenly there flashed before his 
vision 2 car sweeping toward him. The 
curve seemed to lend additional speed 
to the cars. Quick as a flash Hanlon 
shut off his power and applied his air- 
brakes, which stopped the car instantly. 
The down-bound car came on in spite of 
the efforts of the motorman to check its 
speed. 

' There was a crash and the cars tele- 
scoped. The Oakland Beach car tore 
its way through the other car, crushing 
all before it like an egg shell. On to the 
fifth seat went the bunter of the up-bound 
car, leavire death and injury in tits 
Wake. Motorman Burroughs was instant- 
ly killed. 

The sccnes that followed were heart- 
rerding. Under the wreckage were inani- 
Mate bodies, while groans and shrieks of 
the injured filled the air. Those who 
were not injured were frantic in their ef- 
forts to locate their companions. Calls 
Were sent out for assistance, and a corps 
of doctors were soon at the scene. Wil- 
ling hands helped to extricate the in- 
juried, who were conveyed to Warwick 
station. Two cars were equipped with 
cots, and with doctors and assistants 
Were dispatched from ‘this city to. the 
Wreck. 

The wounded were placed on the cars 
and conveyed to Elmwood station, where

NEELY’S MAIL IN THE COURTS. 


Authorities Desire To Know the Con- 
tents of a Package. 
Washington, June 10.—Proceedings now 
in progress at Indianapolis, with a view 
to having produced and opened in court 
a package of letters addressed to C. W. 
F. Neely, are said by the law officers 
of the postoffice department to be un- 
usual, such cases occurring at very in- 
intervals. As a rule, matter 
under seal and 
bearing postage at first-class rates can- 
not be opened and inspected under any 
circumstances, the exception being when 
an order for inspection is issued by a 
court. It has been decided by the su- 
preme court that such packages or let- 
ters cannot be opened by postoffice em- 
ployees, but that a court has the same 
right to order such an investigation as 
if the articles were actually in the pos- 
session of the addressee. In order to 
obtain such an order deposition must be 


' made that the package or letter in ques- 


tion is supposed to contain matter which 
should be made public, and the package 
must be specifically described. It is pre- 
sumed that the article addressed to Neely 
must of necessity be under seal, as a 
postmaster has the right to inspect all 
matter prepaid at third or fourth-class 
rates. The fact that a package is sent 


at first-class rates under seal is regard- | 
indicat- | 


ed asasuspicious circumstance, 
ing a desire to keep the contents secret. 
and it is believed that this fact may 
have had weight in directing the action 
of the postoffice inspectors in the pres- 
ent case. 


MERELY A MATTER OF DOLLARS 


Cuban Justice Is Given Out on Pay- 
ment of Money. 

Havana, June 10.—‘‘Cuban justice” is 
recognized as having become merely a 
matter of dollars and cents and the Cuban 
lawyers seem to object to all reforms. For 
instance, the charge against Secretary 
Souza, of the Cathedral court, who was 
arrested Friday night for bribery, has not 
been referred to by any Havana paper 
printed in Spanish. One editor, when the 
case was called to his dttention, said 
he could not afford to antagonize men 
holding such positions. Even though 
marked money was found on Souza's per- 
son and the conversation between him 
and Carlos Bacarrisse, in which he said 
that justice cost money, was overheard 
by a detective whom Bacarrisse had em- 
ployed at the suggestion of Governor Gen- 
eral Wood, it is still felt that the officta] 
will not be punished. A similar view is 
taken with reference to the outcome of 
the custom house fraud case. The Post 
this morning said:

May Go to Columbus, Ohio, 


HARD FIGHT TO BE MADE 


State Convention Meets at the Buck- 
eve Capital Tomorrow, 


SELECT DELEGATES TO KANSAS CITY 


McLean Will Not Be a Candidate To 
Represent His State, but There 
Is No Lack of Aspirants 
for the Places To Be 
Filled. 


Columbus, O., June 10—The democratic 
state convention meets here next Tuesday 
and Wednesday to select delegates at 
large and alfernates to the Kansas City 
convention, and to nominate candidates 
for electors at large, secretary of state, 
judge of the supreme court, commissioner 
of schools and member of the board of 
public works. 

John R, McLean, proprietor of The Cin- 
cinnati Enquirer, headed the democratic 
ticket for governor last year, and would 
be selected as the head of the delegation 
to Kansas City this year, but he an- 
nounces that other engagements will pre- 
vent him attending the Kansas City con- 
vention. Mr. McLean sails with his fam- 
ily for Europe next Saturday, to be out 
of the country for an indefinite period. 
There will be no effort to advance the 
Dewey vandidacy fcr the presidency as 
‘some had expected would be the case here 
this week. It is conceded that the con- 
vention will unanimously indorse Bryan 
for president. Among the most prominent 
names mentioned for dalegates at large, 
ere Colonel James Kilbourne, of Columbus, 
the leading candidate against McLean for 
governor last year; William S. Thornas, 
of Springfield, chairman of the state com- 
mittee; John C. Wiley, of Canton; Charies 
N. Haskell, of Ottawa; George Hull, of 
To‘edo; Abe Patrick, of Tuscarawas; John 
J. Lentz, of Columbus; Frank H. Merriott, 
of Delaware, and Herman Groesbeck, of 
Cincinnati, 

There is a movement here to have the 
national democratic headquarters located 
in Columbus during this campaign. It js 
claimed that the democratic state com- 
mittee of Kentucky has indorsed Colum- 
bus. The state convention of West Vir- 
ginia last Thursday adopted a strong reso- 
lution indorsing Columbus, and similar 
movements are on foot in other states.

When a Small Boy Mother and Father 
Separated, 


HUSBAND SEIZED THE CHILDREN 


After Thirty-Five Years, Fry Locates 
His Mother and Visits Her with 
Family—Rebuked Her and 
Is Ordered To Leave 
Forever. 


Ringgold, Ga., June 10.—(Special.)—At 
times in the life of the human family 
there occurs strange instances of perver- 
sity, and Ringgold had an example of the 
kind yesterday when the Rev. Jefferson 
Davis Fry, wife and three children left 
on the noon train for Chattanooga, 

About two weeks ago the Rev. Fry 
came, with his family, fromr Barr, Ma- 
coupin county, Illinois, to see his mother, 
Mrs. T. S. Hawkins, of Ringgold, whom 
he had been separated from since a child 
three years old. The separation occurred 


thirty-five years ago. 

At the close of the civil war Mr. Fry, 
who was*from good South Carolina stock, 
| lived with his wife and children near 

e nd, Tenn. The family possessed 
both wealth and influence, “byt despite 
these factors there existed diss ion and 
discord between husband and ich 
finally culminated in a breach,\ causing 
a separation. Mr. Fry left his wife, tak- 
ing all of his children with him except 
the Rev. Jefferson Davis Fry, then a 
three-year-old baby boy, who clung to 
his mother. The father settled near Pike- 
ville, Tenn., for a few months, and dur- 
ing this time the desire to possess his 
baby boy burned strongly within him— 
so strong that he returned to Cleveland 
and snatched the baby from its mother's 
arms. And the last words that the moth- 
er heard from the baby’s lips as its father 
left with it was the sobbing cry: 

“T love my mother.” 

Mr. Fry moved from Tennessee and 10- 
cated near Bowling Green, Ky., where he 
lived until death. He was known as a 
prominent and successful farmer and his 
life was given up to the careful rearing 
of his children. When he died all of his 
children were grown, but none of them 
knew aught of their mother nor had they 
heard from her since the separation. In 
the meantime Mrs. Fry had married 
again, her husband being T., S. Hawkins, 
who is now living, but past seventy. They 
finallymov ed to the quaint old town of 
Ringgold, where, childless, they have 
lived for years, and it may be said that 
their existence has not been altogether 
a happy one. 

The eldest son, who remembered some- 
thing of the mother, went west to Texas, 
where he ! ow a successful cotton bro- 
ker at San Antonio. Several] years ago, 
after diligent search, he learned of his 
mother’s whereabouts and came to Ring- 
gold to see her. She returned to Texas 
with him, presumably to remain, but rd- 
turned shortly and unexpectedly. 

The younger son, Jefferson Davis Fry, 
had been ordained a Baptist minister, 
and had commenced preaching in Missouri 
in 188. He had heard nothing of his 
mother, nor did he know her where- 
abouts. In 1889 he was appointed by the 
Baptist home board of the state mis- 
sionary for Indiana. Afterwards he held 
pastoral charges at Grand Rapids and 
Manistee, Mich. Of late he has been lo- 
cated at Barr, Macoupin county, Illinois. 
While at the latter place several weeks 
ago he learned from his brother in Texas 
of his mother’s place of residence, al- 
though he did not know her name. He 
wrote to the postmaster here and after 
other inquiry a correspondence wag es- 
tablished between mother and son, which 
resulted in the son with his family. com- 
ing to Ringgold. This was two weeks 
ago today, The mother and son met on 
the public street and there was an affec- 
tionate and hearty embrace, after which 
all retired tothe vine-clad little cottage 
where the mother lives. 

For several days there seemed to be 
nothing but rejoicing and praise going 
on in the little home, where such demon- 
strations, to say the least, had occurred 
previously but seldom. 

But alas for the frailtles of human kind 
and the short duration of tender emo- 
tions! There came a day before many 
had passed when mother and son had a 
quarrel. The son had grown to man’s 
estate under hts father’s dominion and he

her with an angry comment, which was 
both a plea for his dead father’s memory 
and a rebuke to his mother. 

The mother then turned upon the son 
and told him to leave her home, never to 
return. 

And then the Rev. Jefferson Davis Fry, 
who only about ten days pefore was 
made so happy by greeting his old*moth- 
er, went into the bedroom where lay his 
sick wife and baby. Among strangers, 
he did not know what todo. But Georgia 
charity and hospitality always solves a 
dilemma of this kind. A few hours af- 
terwards the sick wife and child and the 
minister, with his two young sons, were 


Two days afterwards he 
went to bid his mother goodby. She was 
lying on a bed with her face turned to 
the wall. 

“Goodby, mother,” he said.

And the next day Rev. Fry, wife and 
children left Ringgold never to return.

St. Louls, June 10.—The day just ended 
has been one of the most eventful and 
bloody since the great strike of the St. 


Louis Transit Company began, more than 
one month ago. There were numerous | 
encounters between strikers apd other | 
riotous persons and the constituted au- 
thorities, resulting in three deaths and 


wounding of five or more persons, mostly | 


strikers. One of the latter will die. The 
dead are: 

C. EDWARD THOMAS, striking con- 
ductor on the Chouteau avenue line; shot 
in breast by deputy sheriJ¥; died on Way 
to hospital. 

GBORGE RINE, striking motorman on 
Delmar avenue line, shot in abdomen by 
deputy sheriff; died at city hospital. 

FRED BOEHM, aged citizen, shot and 
instantly killed while standing in his front 
yard by deputy sheriff. 

Those wounded are: 

Ed Burkhart, strixing conductor on 
Delmar avenue line; shot in head; may 
die. 

Oscar Marvin, conductor on the Lee 
avenue line, shot in right hand and arm; 
serious. 

August Emith, shot in right arm and 
breast; not serious. 

Charles Ludwig, shot in hand; not seri- 
ous. 

The day was quiet until this afternoon, 
when the police were taken off a number 
of street car lines for the purpose of eiv- 
ing them a rest, and to test the ability of 
the Transit company to operate without 
friction. Cars were in operaticn during 
the daytime on all the lines of the Transit 
company except the southwestern. ‘To 
night cars were run under police protec- 
tion until midnight on fNe Park avenue, 
Olive street, Lindell division and La Clede 
avenue line.

CHIEF OF POLICE 
MAY BE ARRAIGNED 


Police Board May Appoint In- 
vestigating Committee. 


COMMITTEE TO 
MEET TONIGHT 


Conduct of Mayor Will Again 
Be Looked Into, 


ARE MANY MORE WITNESSES 


Committee Probably Has Several Weeks 
of Sessions Before It 


ONLY MEN EXAMINED LAST WEEK 


Sessions of the Committee This Week 
Will Be Held Frequently, It Is 
Understood, and Many 


Witnesses Will Be 
Called Upon. 


The investigation into alleged uncom- 
mendable acts of Mayor James G. Wood- 
ward will be resumed tonight. It is the 
desire of the committee to meet in the 
afternoon, but because of the session of 
council today it became necessary to con- 
duct this particular meeting at night. 
The committee will assemble in the of- 
fice of Mayson & Hill, on the second floor 
of Temple Court, and a number of wit- 
nesses will be called upon to tell of what 
they know. 

Alderman M. M. Welch, chairman of 
the committee, announced at the close of 
the meeting on Saturday afternoon the 
time and place for the third session. 

It is said that the committee has some 
witnesses in reserve who will tell about 
alleged occurrences that are not now 
known to either the public or members 
of council. What these alleged eccur- 
reneces are cannot be stated. although 
their testimony will doubtless be heard 
with interest by the committee. 

The first two sessions of the commit- 
tee; that is, the meetings which occur- 
red on Friday and Saturday, brought out 
some startling evidence. Seventeen citi- 
zens of Atlanta were examined and a 


number of them testified to alleged facts 
that cannot be printed in detail. 
Only Men Were Examined. 

So far only men have been called upon, 
but it is said that before the committee 
has completed the investigation a num- 
ber of women will be questioned by the 
city attorney for the benefit of the in- 
vestigators. 

The committee has only begun its la- 
bors. It is announced that about 200

Who Will Probably Be the Subject of a Discussion at a 
Lively Meeting of the Police Board Tonight, 
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| Sary to prefer charges against 
| Manly which will carry with them any 
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MATTER COMES UP TONIGHT 


It Is Sald That Neglect of Duty Will 
Be Charged, 


BOARD TO HOLD SECRET SESSION 


Chief Manly Says He Will Meet Any 
Issue That May Arise—Some of 
the Rules Which May Be 
Cited Tonight by the 
Board. 


After the transaction of routine busie- 
ness tonight, the board of police commis- 


sioners will go into executive session, and: 


at that sersion a motion will be made for 
the appdinitment of a special committee 
to prepare charges against Chief W. P. 
Manly, if that committee believes such 
charges are necessary after an investiga- 
tion of -he chief's management of pol'ce 
affairs. 

This matter has been talked of in policé 
Circles for several days, and it is not de- 
nied that some such step will be taken 
tonight as outiined. 

As far as can be learned. it does not ap- 
pear to be the intention of the members 
of the board who think such a step neces- 
Chief 


allegations of wrong-dolng, except in so 
far as neglect of official duties may be 
considered wrong. 

It is said that certain members of the 
Police board are of the opinion that the 
chief of pclice has not attended to the 
duties of his office with an efficiency and 
conscientivusness adequate to the main- 
tenance of a good police department, well 
governed and disciplined, 

If in the executive session tonight the 
motion to appoint a special committee is 
adopted, the committee will make an in- 


vestigation for the purpose of securing: 


evidence, if it exists, to show that the 
cheif has rot attended to his official 
duties; and the board will reconvene ata 
later date to receive the report of the 
committee. 

If the committee reports that there are 
no grounds upon which to formulate 
charges against the chief of police, then 
the matter will be dropped. If, on the 
other hand, the committee reports that it 
has secured evidence showing that ths 
chief has neglected his duties, then 
charges may ke preferred and the chief 
arraigned for trial. 


Alleged Neglect of Duty. 

Commissioners who are said tu be dis- 
satisfied with the head of the police force 
have stated that they think Chief Manly 
has so neglected his duties as to seriously 
interfere with the good government of the 
department. They allege that he has ab- 
sented himcelf from his office too muth, 
and has not given the proper attention to 
the details of the workings of the depart- 
ment. This, they say, is partly the cause 
of a lack cf discipline in the department. 

Then again, it is said, complaint bas 
been made that Chief Manly has not aect- 
ed with a firmness commensurate with hig 
position, and that this was due to an in- 
sufficient Knowledge of his men and 
officers. 

It is understood that, in support of the 
allegations of neglect of duty, it may be 
Charged that Chief Manly has violated 
certain rules laid down for the governance 
of the department. 

When the matter is taken up by the 
board in secret session some of the rules 
said to navo been violated by the chief 
will probably be cited, and these rules 
will doubtiess be Nos. 23. 4% and 145. 

Rules Which May Be Cited. 

Rule No. 3% says: ‘rie (the chief) 
Wil be heid responsible for the good 
order of the city and the general con- 
duct of officers and men of the police 
force. He will, as olten as possible, pay 
frequent Visits at uncertain yours to 
Various portions of the city, tha: he 
may be abie to know ot his own 
knowledge that the ofticers and men 
are pertorming their duties.”’ 

Rule No. % says: That certain books 
shal} be kept by the chief, among 
which is a book in which “‘shali ve re 
corded a general month'y report of ail 
work done by the department, show- 
ing the condition ot the police force, 
condition of the station house, stabies, 
horses ind wagons. .. . And the 
names of any pwlicemen who deserve 
special commendation.”’ 

tule No. 45 says: “Any member of 
the poses force may be punished by 
the board of police commissioners in 
its discretion, either by reprimand or 
forfeiture of pav for not exceeding 
thirty days, for any one offense by hbe- 
ing reduced in rank or by dismissajl 
from the force upon conviction of any 
one of the following offenses: Neglect 
of duty, violations of the rules, inca- 
pacity, mental, physical or educational 
Any other act contrary to good order 
or discipline, or constituting neglect of 
duty or a violation of the rules of the 
departmcnt.”’ 

That these are the rules mainly to be 
in support of the ailega- 
tions egainst the chief is believed, fram 
the nature of the charges that have been 
alluded to while the matter has been un- 
der discussion for the past two or thres 
weeks. 

Of course, it is possible that the board 
may decide not to take any action at all 
at present, but it is certain that it will 
be discussed tonight if a quofmum is in at- 
tendance. 


What Chief Manly Says. 


Chief Maniy was seen by a reporter of 
The Constitution yesterday afternoon and 
told it was currently reported that the 
board of commissioners would discuss the 
appointment of a special committee to- 
night to ‘nvestigate his condwfett {in office.

On the June 2d Christina Winterstein, 
a thirteen-year-old school girl, was out- 
raged and murdered about two miles 
from Biloxi, while on her way home from 
school exercises. Askew and Russ, both 
of whom had been in the vicinity of 
the place where the outrage was com- 
mitted that day, were charged with the 
crime.

Rapid Advance of British Leaves 
Troops Rather Desttute

HALT MUST BE MADE SOOK 


Quick Work of Botha's Troops Worries 
the English No Little 


BULLER IN TRANSVAAL TERRITORY 


Kruger’s Men Have Announced 
Their Determination To Carry 
the War on Until the 
British Are Tired of 
the Racket. 


London, June 11, 3:30 a. m.—The Boers 


have torn up twenty-one miles of Lord 
toberts’s vital line of railway, betwecn 
America siding and Roodeval. It is a 
bold raid and vexatious, but it does not 
disquiet the military authorities as yet, 
for they expect General Kelly-Kenny to 
drive off the marauders and to re-open 
the line. 

The rapidity of the advance of Lord 
Roberts cannot have permitted him to 
accumulate large reserves of stores. 
Therefore an interruption of the railway, 
even for a week, must embarrass the 
army and may bring the forward opera- 
tions to a standstill. 

Nothing has been heard from Lord Rob- 
erts for three days. This raid on the rail- 
way, the strenuous opposition tg General 
Rundle and the nimble escape’ of Com- 
mandant General Botha’s division have 
forced the war office observers to the 
reluctant conclusion that the war is not 
yet over, although even the occasional 
civilian Boer sympathizer cannot see 
how the Boers will be able to do any- 
thing to change the result. 

General Buller is in Boer territory. 
Dispatches of correspondents with him, 
filed yesterday at sunset, describe the 
corps as camping at Gansolei, close to 
the point where the frontiers of the 
Free State, the Transvaal and Natal 


meet, 

“The British marched eight miles yes- 
terday,” says a Reuter correspondent, 
‘before encountering any opposition. The 
Boers, who had one gun, withdrew under 
heavy ordnance fire to a ridge just ahead 
of the camp.’’ 

This long range running skirmish will 
doubtless be renewed this morning. Gen- 
eral Buller is expected to make rapid 
progress now, and to throw the weight 
of twenty thousand men into Lord Rob- 
erts’s Transvaal combinations. 

The fighting»on. June 6th, in which there 
were fewer than twenty casualties, was 
Kept up all day long by musketry 
artillery. The British attacking line, 
three miles in length, made its way amid 
the precipitous hills. A Boer gun on 
Spitskip fired shrapnel rapidly at a range 
of 40 yards at the British right flank, 
but every shell was buried in the ground 
before bursting. The Gefensive power of 
modern weapons seems less effective in 
kKQugh country than upon levels, where 
witle spaces can be covered with flat tra- 
jectories. 

General Rundle’s and General Brabant’s 
divisions are still at Hammonia, in the 
Ficksburg district. 

The latest intelligence from their head 


quarters is that the Boers are determin- 
ed to fight to the bitter end. They are

The 
British are sending detachments right 
and left to accept the surrenders of com- 
rrardoes, horses, cattle and forage, and 
to overawe the sparsely settled country. 

General Hunter’s immediate objective 
is Potchefstroom. This town and Rusten- 
burg are the largest towns west of Jo- 
hannesburg. It 4s reported that Potchef- 
stroom is ready to submit. General Hun- 
ter has warned gall burghers that if the 
telegiaph {is cut behind he will send back 
and burn the houses near the line. °

BOERS DESERT THEIR POSITION. 


Roberts Advises War Office of Situa- 
tion in Natal. 

London, June 10.—The war office has re- 
ccived the following dispatch from Gen- 
eral Buller: 

“Headquarters in Natal, June 10—With 
reference to my telegram of June 8th, we 
halted yesterday to get our trains up the 
pass, which is very steep. I find the 
enemy Were about 2,000 strong, in a very 
carefully prepared position which they 
must have been very disheartened not to 
have heli longer than they did. They 
have all retired about twenty-six miles 
to the northwest. I find our casualties 
were more than I first thought. They 
were one officer wounded and two men 
killed and thirteen men wounded.’’

Another statement was made that it was |

Other shots were fired and then some 
of the deputies turned loose their repeat- 
ing shotguns loaded with buckshot.

deputy was wounded, 

Cc. Edward Thomas, a striking conductor 
on the Chouteau avenue line, was picked 
up and placed in an ambulance after the 
fight was over. He was shot in the breast, 
the heavy load of buckshot tearing a 
hole that caused his death on the way to 


the city hospital. 
George Rine, a striking motorman, re 


ceived a terrible wound in the abdomen. 


He was taken to a hospital, but died on 
the operating table. 

Ed Rurkhart, a striking conductor, got 
several buckshot in the head, causing a 


serious wound. He may die. 

Oscar Marvin, a striking conductor, wilh 
probably lose his right hand as a result 
of the fusilade. It was badly torn. 

Inder the command of Colonel Caven- 
der the deputies arrested twenty of the 
strikers and took them into the barracks, 
where they were searched. Three revol- 
vers and a number of pocket knives weTe 
secured and the prisoners were locked uP.

Return to 
Peace in the Islands.

Manila, June 10.—Judge William H, Taft 
and his colleagues of the Philippine civil 
commission were beset duripz their first 
week in Manila by a multitude of callers 
of all nationalities, professions and in- 
terests, who presented a pewildering as- 
sortment of recommendations, touching 
military and civil policies. The commis- 
sionergs maintained the attitude of un- 
prejudiced listeners. They admitted, 

task, 
the complexity and difficulty of the prob- 
lems and conditions are well-nign stas- 
gering. They are determined, however, 
with the co-operation of the army, i 
pacifying as well as in fighting, to 
make the Philippines a peaceful and hon- 
estly governed country. They find Gen- 
eral MacArthur administering civil and 
military affairs in a way that is univer- 
sally popular. The Filipino party, e¢m- 
bracing prominent insurrectionists who 
accepted American rule through force of 
circumstances, is already making over- 
tures for the discussion of a scheme of 
permanent government practically reviv- 
ing the old proposition of autonomy un- 
der an American protectorate. 

There are, of course, some Filipinos who 
believed that Judge Taft would bring the 
millennium in his vest pocket, and these 
profess to be disappointed because sweep- 
ing changes are not made immediately. 
Judge Tafit’s utterances indicate a con- 
ciliatory policy toward the natives. He 
has conferred with the high army Of-~ 
ficers, some of whom strongly urge that 
a larger army is necessary to suppress

Laige Congregation Filled the Chapel 
Church, 


HEARD BISHOP MORRISON PREACH 


True Essentials to Manhood Was His 
Subject—How To Attain the 
Highest and Best Things 
of Life—Sophmore Dec- 
lamation at Emory. 


FEmorv College, Oxford, Ga., June 10.— 
(Special..)\—The commencement sermon of 
Emory college was preached today by 
Rishop H. C. Morrison, of Louisville, Ky., 
in the presence of a large congregation. 
The chapel church was filled to its ut- 
most capacity by the visitors from the 
gurrounding country and from distant 
‘points. Quite a crowd came down from 
Atlanta this morning for the express pur- 
pose of hearing it, and all were fully repald 
for their trip. The music rendered by the 
large choir was excellent and thoroughly 
appropriate, the rendition of “‘The Lost 
Chord” being particularly enjoyed by the 
lovers of music in the audience. Besidcs 
the local talent who regularly compose 
the choir. several of the members of 
Card’s orchestra added much to the suc- 
cess of the musical programme. 

Bishop Morrison announced as his sub- 
ject ‘“‘Some Essentials to True Manhood,” 
and took his text, ‘“Take heed unto thy- 
self,’ from Timothy. He began by stat- 
ine that people generally knew too little 
about themselves and devoted so little 
time and energy to self study that a 
great many people who are inordinately 
selfish do not understand their real in- 
ward persons, but are only concerned 
ahout the outward and material things of 
life. He spoke of the tinany advantages 
to be gained from close self scrutiny and 
raid that it was the duty of every man 
to hecome thoroughly acquainted with his 
true nature and then to develop to his 
utmost ability whatever faculties he pos- 
sessed: that it was criminal for a man 
to neglect an opportunity to increase his 
usefulness in the world and that he should 
turn to account every source of aid in his 
reach. Genius was defined as the careful 
study of a man as to in what line his 
talent lav and then devoting of his every 
energy in this direction. 

He stated that any character 
rounded needed to have fineness, fullness 
and harmony: that fineness did not imply 
the absence of strength, but that they 
were co-ordinate qualities; that fullness 
could only be attained by such develop- 
ment as he had before spoken of; that 
is the fullest development of every fac- 
ulty ,and harmony by the avoidance of 
extremes. He ‘said that no man should 
live altogether in the real or the ideal 
and attain either happiness or success, 
that the idealist was llable to become a 
rider of hobbies and of no good to him- 
self and a bore to his friends; that a man 
who cared only for the realities of life, 
who “knew no more of sentiment than 
of vegetables, and care more for vegeta- 
bles than for sentiment’’ would lose 4, 
great part of the finer pleasures of life. 
He advised a choice of the mean between 
the two extremes and said that only by 
such a choice could the highest and best 
things of life be attained. 

He then spoke of the needs and necessa- 
ry training of a young man, but said 
that no amount of train.ag could make a 
man out of a fellow who had no back- 
bone, no stamina, that it was useless 
for a man to try to work against the will 
of God, but that he should throw himself 
in the current. 

Finally he spoke of the religious needs 
of man, and said that as thought was 
royal a man should apply it only to royal 
purposes and live for God and according 
to his purposes. That when this was 
realized we would find growing up a set 
of men and women who would fill the 
needs of the world and make glad the 
great heart of the Almighty Himself, 

This sermon was one of the greatest 
ever heard in Oxford and was greatly 
enjoyed by the large audience present. 
It was replete with sound wisdom and 
good advice to the members of the gradu- 
ating class. The outline above, which is 
all that could be procured, gives only a 
faint idea of the excellence of the dis- 
course.

“The bands in question were very ap- 
parent both immediately before and af- 
ter the total phase of the eclipse. They 
were caught upon a white canvas screen 
attached to the frame Serving as a wind- 
break about the structure supporting the 
objective, or eastern, end of the great 
forty-foot Photo-heliograph. The base 
line of the screen ran exactly north and 
south; it faced to the east and Slightly 
upward, inasmuch as the frame inclined 
toward the west at the top at an angle 
of about 15 degrees. At its base, extend- 


ing over the round toward the east. was: 


attached a wide stretch of sheeting, re- 
sembling in its arrangement a photogtra- 
pher’s “floor-ground.’ This nearly hori- 
zontal extension was designed to show 
the motion of the bands at a considerable 
ang:e, as compared with the upright 
Screen. Both parts of the screen display- 
ed prominent marks, indicating dimen- 
Sions in all directions to facilitate meas- 
uring both ocular ang photographic re- 
Sults. 

“The shadow-bands appeared as dis- 
tinctly contrasting but elusively outlined 
and vaguely spindle-shaped markings ar- 
rayed in seemingly straight ranks, which 
ranks moved rapidly in a direction at 
right angles to their length, marching 
across the upright screen from above and 
from the left of the observer, standing 
With his back to the eclipsed sun. In 
other words, they moved diagonally down- 
ward and northward. The long axis of 
each spindle-shaped or ripple-shaped 
marking pointed roughly toward the north 
Star. Each ‘ripple’ appeared to be from 
one to perhaps three feet long and from 
one to three or possibly four inches 
across, In color they resembled lighter 
and darker shades af smoke, showing ab- 
Ssolutely no trace of color, only the vary- 
ing tints of a monochrome gray. They 
chased each other across the screen like 
wind-ripples flowing over a large flag. 
Their vagueness of outline, together 
with the neutral color and rapid flowing 
motion, to say nothing of the mental ten- 
sion of the observer, made any more ac- 
curate estimation of their exact size quite 
out of the question. Owing to the neces- 
sarily rapid handling of the camera no 
Opportunity occurred for the writer to 
note the appearances on the horizonta! 
sheet. 

“Providentially the behavior of the 
bands on a horizontal surface was noted 
by a most competent witness and sc@an- 
tifically trained observer in the as 
Captain Cassius E. Gillette, U. S. A., en- 
gineer corps, who detailed his observations 
to the writer within seventeen hours af- 
ter the eclipse. While walking due east 
along a road directly below the hill where- 
On was located the observation station. 
he noticed the shadow-bands. Turning 
about so as to face the west, Captain Gil- 
lette saw the bands apparently coming 
down the road from west to east but mov- 
ing in a line at an angle of about 45 de- 
grees with their length. This appearance 
was evidently caused by the invisibility of 
the lines on either side of the road where 
the grass, bushes, etc., furnished no such 
screen as did the light colored dusty high- 
way; hence the bands though actually 
moving diagonally crosswise from south- 
west to northeast produced the narrow 
illusive effect of sliding down the narrow 
stretch of road with an oblique front. 

“Now, inasmuch as the sun’s rays did 
not fall perpendicularly upon either the 
upright, or nearly upright, screen, nor up- 
on the ground, but rather into the angle 
between surfaces so placed, we see at 
once that the apparent motion downward 
and northward on the eastern aspect of 
the screen and the apparent motion from 
southwest to northwest on the ground 
are both the outcome of a true progression 
of the bands in a direction identical with 
the moon’s motion across the sun; or 
more accurately put, as will be made clear 
later on, in the line of a perpendicular 
drawn to tangent on that arc of the 
umbra passing over our particular sta- 
tion.

“Figure 1 represents such a plane can- 
ceived as perpendicular to the sun’s rays, 
the sun being in the zenith, for the very 
apparent advantage of having both umbra 
and penumbra bounded by circles instead 
of the eclipse that result when these 
shadows fall obliquely on the earth’- sur- 
face. In the figure the relative size of 
the central circle, representing the umbra 


in proportion to the outer circle or limit of | 


the penumbra, is very greatly exaggerat- 
ed for the sake of convenience. It will 
be noted that the central umbra is left 
blank, while the broad ring of penumbra 
is occupied by a series of circles, each of 
which extends outward to the edge of the 
penumbra, and at the center of the figure 
sweeps abo®t and incloses the wuwmbra, 
which it just touches with its inner or con- 
cave side. 
tance between the respective boundaries 
of umbra and penumbra is a circular dot- 
ted line, on which lie the several centers 
from which the many overlapping circles 
within the penumbra were drawn. This 
dotted circle represents the apparent size 
of the sun high above the moon in the 
zenith, and the overlapping circles are 
shadows of the moon, each cast by that 
point of ight on the circumference of the 
sun, which, in our Aiagram, serves as its 
center. In other words: Whereas, every 
point of light on the sun’s surface casts 
a separate shadow or projection of the 
moon on the space within the outer limit 
of the penumbra, of all these projections 
we are now studying only those projected 
from points on the circumference of the 
sun, and of the infinite number of these, 
only a few we have represented in the 
figure. What is sufficient to dwell upon 
here is the fact that all these circular out- 
lines are projections of the moon thrown 
from an equal number of points on the 
sun’s periphery; that they cross each other 
very obliquely as they swing around close 
to the umbra; and also that by virtue of 
their all including this central space, they 
thereby make it the one spot of total 
shadow, thus creating the umbra. The re- 
mainder of the figure is likewise covered 
with portions of these shadow circles, but 
as we shall in a moment see, it also re- 
ceives more or light from the sun, 
producing a mitigation of the darkness 
amounting to an ever-increasing illumi- 
nation as we approach the outer limit of 
the penumbra. Nevertheless, we must 
bear In mind that until that limit Is reach- 
ed these overlapping moon shadows are 
present. 

“Turning now from what may be con- 
sidered an awkward way of stating trite 
facts about the nature of the moon's sha- 
dow, but is nevertheless needful

“In figure 2 we note again the outer and 
inner circles bounding, respectively, pen- 
numbra and umbra, but the intervening 
space is occupied by somewhat smaller 
circles than in figure 1, circles that are 
just tangent to the bounding outlines of 
penumbra and umbra and not embracing 
the umbra as before. They are, in other 
words. circles whose diameters are ex- 
actly as long as the distance across the

Here again the crescent-shaped re- 

image of the sun's equator is 
wrongly depicted, being tremendously 
elongated and too concave. The true shupe 
should be a thin and short segment in- 
cluded between a sharply outlined arc 
tangent at its middle point to the umbral 
circumference, Or nearly so, and a vague- 
ly shown or entirely evanescent chord 
losing itself in the shadows. Preceding 
statements that these segments are all 
tangent to the margin of the umbra are 
broadly true rather than perfectly accu- 
rate. In reality the exact location of 
each crescentic outline will be nearer or 
farther from the umbra in proportion to 
the relative depression or altitude of ihe 
bottom of each lunar chasm below or 
above the mean level of the ‘moon's sur- 
face.

people in the rural districts. He says _ 


‘that he is fully conscious of the fact 
that the colored man is at his best in 
the rural districts: that temptations 
are greater and competitions are sharp- 
er in the cities and that the colored 


man can best subserve his own inter: | 


ests and the interests of the commun!l- 
ty at large by remaining in the rural 
districts. where he is sorely needed and 
where the prosperity of the country 
must find its true source. Giving sta- 
‘istics of the work. of the _ institu- 
tion during the past year, Professor 
Washington shows that the tota! en- 
rollment aggregated 1.231 students, in- 
cluding 359 women and 672 men; moS8t 
'of whom have boarded and slept on 
the school grounds. while the number 
of officers. clerks and Instructors ae- 
_gregated 103 persons. He says that the 
| institution is steadily growing, not on- 


-ily in the number of students, but in 
| the multiplicity of the branches taught. 


With respect to the new departures 
made during the past year he says that 
there has been added the instruction 
‘of women in various out-door oeccupa- 
tions, such as poultry raising, bee cul- 
ture, dairying, gardenimg and! fruit 
crowing. He says that the graduating 
class numbered fifty-one graduates, 
Professor Washington concludes his 
report by announcing that the total 
cash income of the institution for the 
past year aggregated $197,630.69, of 
which amount $47,407.16 was for en- 
dowment. $22,916.80 for permanent im- 
| provements and $128,845.79 for current 
expenses. He says that the endowment 
fund of the institution has now reached 
$165.662.49. Professor Washington ex- 
presses his gratification at the encour- 
agement which he has received from 
southern white people, many of them 
having visited the institution during 
the year, and others having expressed 
their approval of the work in cordial 
letters. Undoubtedly the Tuskegee Nor-

Broadening of Newspaper Scope. 

One of the most remarkable events 
of current American history is the 
manner in which the great newspapers 
have gradually broadened their respec- 
| tive fields until today the average jour- 
nal of good repute serves firstly, the 
purpose of an exploiter of news; sec- 
ondly, that of a magazine which en- 
gages to supply its readers with a class 
of matter scarcely surpassed by the 
leading periodicals; and thirdly, an or- 
gan which carefully guards local in- 
terests and is a valued member of that 
exalted newspaper council which dis- 
cusses and directs national politics. 

These momentous changes have not 
been wrought in a single decade. The 
first American journal purported to 
give simply the news of the immediate 
locality. sandwiched in with wholesome 
advice to its readers on how to conduct 
their family affairs. the tone of these 
articles being almost invariably of a 
deeply religious or philosophic nature, 
As the population of the nation in- 
creased. with its attendant growth in 
the multitudinous details of trade and 
eivilization. the need of more compre- 
hensive newspapers became apparent 
and the scope of action expanded pro- 
portionately. There has never been a 
period when the news reports of jour- 
nalism were not adequate to the needs 
of the country, but in one respect com- 
plete success has ndét been attained un- 
til recent vears. The primary practice 
was to inflict the subscriber with long 
and dry political disquisitions, some- 
times extending over several columns 
and generally representing the views 
of a single partisan. 

Today it is different. The editorials 
are of a crisper, brighter nature. Po- 
lotical topics are touched on in a com- 
prehensive, common sense manner. 
Ambieuous and technical language has 
been largely discarded and discussion 
of the leading issues of the day is car- 
ried on in a manner to interest the 
voter as well as the politician, Another 
more recent and praiseworthy innova- 
tion is that of printing short fiction, 
columns of matter Known as “human 
interest’’ departments and space de- 
voted to poetry of a popular and lighter 
vein. Withal the standard of the news 
service has risen with the years until 
| today We are as fully and promptly in- 
'formed of doings on the other side of 
| the world as are the inhabitants of the 
immediate vicinity. 

We predict that this extension of 
the field of the newspaper will reach 
yet greater boundaries and that with 
the growth and purification of public 
moral sentiment the newspaper wil] in- 
crease in prestige and importance. 


The Cost of the Boer War. 

It is estimated .that the cost of the 
| Boer war to England is about $3,000,- 
| 600,000. 

| This is a pretty figure for a racket 
‘of only eight months duration, but it 
| will be remembered that our civil war 
-eost at least $400,000,000. That great 
conflict wiped out, our slave property, 
and millions of dollars were licked up 
in the flames. 

The racket between the Boers and 
the British and between our people 
and the Filipinos amounts to very |it- 
tle in comparison. 

But it is too early to figure up the 
total cost of the Boer war. The actual 
cost will come later, and in a more 
emphatic shape than figures. It will 
come in the-shape of a demoralized 
civilization of a country dissevered.

Preparing for a Whitewash.

It is announced that the Southern has

Senator bacon, who has 
delivered a number of speeches of note 
during the present session, has been com- 
pelled to pay for the printing of speeches 
between $400 and $500 within the last few 
months, 

When a senator or representative de- 
livers a speech of note, he is immediately 
asked for copiés by his constituents and 
he feels that it is a g@od policy to send 
them out generally rather than to send 
them simply to those who have made re- 
quests. The result is very heavy e€x- 
pense. 

A number of Georgia speeches wil} be 
distributed by the congressional commit- 
tee during the present campaign. 


. It Did Not Pass Both Houses. 


A number of southern congressmen are 
receiving inquiries as to whether @ bill 
was passed by congress at this session 
providing for pay for horses, mules and 
other property taken by the United States 
soldiers during. or at the close of, the 
civil war. The report that such a bill 
had passed seemed to have grown out 
of the fact that the bill got through the 
house. It did not, however, pass the sen- 
ate. 

Mr. Clayton, of Alabama, who has been 
a warm supporter of the measure, calls 
my attention to this fact. The Dill in 
question was introduced by Mr. Cox, of 
Tennessee. It recites that “on the 10th 
day of April, 1865, the Army of Northern 
Virginia, commanded by General Robert 
EB. Lee, surrendered to the federal army, 
commanded by U. 8S. Grant, at Appomat- 
tox, in the state of Virginia, and by the 
written terms of said surrender artillery 
and cavalry officers were permitted to 
retain their horses, side arms and bag- 
gage, and private soldiers their horses 
belonging to them; and after such sur- 
render, and after said soldiers were pa- 
roled and were on their way to their re- 
spective home, federals soldiers, 
orders, in violation to the terms of the 
surrender, by force took from said pa- 
roled officers and soldiers their horses, 
baggage and side arms, which were never 
returned to them.’’ 

With this statement of fact, the bill 
in question provides that the sum of $200,-

his surrender and has kept his parole in 
good faith. It was further provided that 
if the soldier had died since his parole 
was received the sum might go to his di- 
rect heirs. 

The committee on war claims of the 
house reported the bill favorably, but 
it was one of many measures which fail- 
ed to pass both houses, 


Judge Bartlett’s Bill. 

Among the bills passed in the closing 
hours of congress was that of Mr. Bart- 
lett. of the sixth district, which provides 
that an appeal may be taken fromthe de- 
cree in a district court or circuit court 
granting an injunction or appointing a re- 
ceiver. The full wording of the bill is 
as follows: 

“That where, upon a hearing in equity 
in a district court or in a cireuit court 
or by a judge thereof in vacation, an in- 
junction shall be granted or continued or 
a receiver appointed by an interlocutory 
order or decree, in a cause in which an 
appeal from a final decree may be taken 
under the provisions of this act to the 
circuit court of appeals, an appeal may 
be*taken from such interlocutory order or 
decree granting or continuing such in- 
junction or appointing such receiver to 
the circuit court of appeals, Provided 
that the appeal must be taken within thir- 
ty days from the entry of such order or 
decree, and it shall take precedence in the 
appellate court, and the proceedings in 
other respects in the court below shall not 
be stayed,unless otherwise ordered by that 
court, or by the appellate court ora judge 
thereof, during the pendency of such ap- 
peal: Provided further, that the court be- 
low may in its discretion require as a cone 
dition of the appeal an additional bond."* 

Ensign Roper’s Record, 

Ensign Walter Gordon Roper, of Geor- 
gia, a graduate of this year’s class at the 
naval academy, enjoys the unique distine. 
tion of having been appointed and .con- 
firmed to two different offices within twen- 
tv-four hours, Such a case may have hap- 
pened in the annals of congress before, 
but certainly not often.

THE HYDROGRAPHIC CONTROVERSY 

New York Evening Post: It is a very 
rare thing for the final adjournment of 
congress to be delayed by a bitter contro- 
versy over so small a matter as that which 
disarranged all the plans for ending the 
session. The question at issue was whether 
certain ocean surveys shall be under the 
charge of the coast and geodetic survey 
of the treasury department or the hydro- 
graphic office of the navy department. It 
is not a question which. appeals very 
strongly to the general public, but it in- 
volves one of those disputes between 
bureaus at Washington which stir up an 
amount of bitterness that outsiders find 
it hard to understand. There are con-

their special interests, and in this case 
the hydrographer has been suspended for 
sending out without 
knowledge a circular letter appealing for 
help in securing the award of this sur- 
veying job to the navy department.

Paris, June 10.—The Grand Prix de Paris 
was won by Baron Schickler’s Memen- 
dria, the betting against which was 7 to 
1. M. Carter's Love Grass, 4 to 1, sec- 
ond, and M. Bromond'’s Lago, 8 to 1, 
third, Sir E. Cassel’s Banarosa, ridden by 
L. Reiff, was unplaced. Fifteen horses 
started. 

The event did not have the spectacular 
features which characterized last year's, 
When cavalry, infantry and police lined 
every artery of the race course until the 
beautiful lawns resembled a great mili- 
tary camp. Today the representatives of

absence. A single company of infantry, 
with the usual Republican Guard, and 
a few police, constituted the only force in 
evidence. 

Just after the second race, when a blaze 
of thumpets and a scurrying of police an- 
nounced the approach of the vresident’s 
party, there was some loud shouting of 
welcome and some waving of hats and 
handkerchiefs, but there was not a hos- 
tile word spoken nor an unfriendly sign 
trade. 

M. Loubet, on entering the presidential 
tribune, found the members of the cabi- 
net and their families and all the mem- 
bers of the diplomatic corps, except the 
British ambassador, Sir Edmund J. Mon- 
eon, who is seriously ill. A few moments 
later Kine Oscar of Sweden, with his 
suite, entered the grounds, meeting a 
most flattering reception, the crowd 
shouting ‘“‘Vive le Roy!’

This discussion was remarkable, as Mor- 
timer and Fowler have denounced all the 
orthodox churches and as far as they 
were concerned they were denouncing 
each other when they both stood in the 
same creedless, rudderless boat. 

The other two preachers, seeing that 
trouble was coming and the police with 
it. withdrew and left Mortimer and Fow- 
ler to fight It out between them which 
they proceeded to do Hterally. 

When Officer Dobbins appeared on the 
scene, so he states, he found the preach- 
quarreling and collaring each other. 
“It was certainly a sort of holy war,”’ 
the policeman, “and if I had not 
between them they would have 
pummeled one another in good old Georgia 
rough and tumble fashion.’’

Dr. Landrum preached to a large audi- 
ence yesterday morning on the subject 
of “The Might af Meekness,”’ basing it 
on the text: ‘“‘Blessed are the meek, for 
they shall inherit the earth.’ 

‘“Meekness,’’ said the minister, “is not 
simply a passive virtue, but represents 
active and forceful character. It means 
blessed are the gentle; blessed are the 
gentlemanly as distinguished from ihe 
proud and supercilious geribes and phari- 
sees. It signifies the paraphrase: ‘Happy 
are those gracious, graceful Christian 
characters who by their modest courtesy 
assuage animosities, win all hearts around 
them and smooth al] the rough places 
of social intercourse. Meekness is self- 
adjustment to exciting conditions; meek- 
ness Is the accommodation of the soul to 
its proper place in the universe, and so 
makes the man easy to himself and to 
all about him.’’ 

In speaking of the need of meekness, 
Dr. Landrum, said: 

“We need not be pessimists to discover 
in the spirit of our age and possibly of 


our community much that is blatant, 
boastful, braggart and bullying. The cry- 
ing fault of our generation Is itg lack 


of gentleness. It is harsh when it judges, 


brutal when it blames. and savage in its 
severity. Not war, nor pestilence, nor 
famine causes so much misery and un- 


happiness as harshness and denunciation. 
Society needs a revival of gentleness or 
refined consideration in judging others. 
What among us so much blights happl- 
ness and breeds discord as unlovingness, 
censoriousness and severity of judgment? 
Society has its domestic, itgs4udustrial and 
its ecclesiastical] warfare springing out of 
the absence of meekness. Leaders of 
men especially, whether they be parents 
in the home, or business men, or politi- 
cians, Or preachers, need to express them- 
selves in terms of modesty and considera- 
tion for the feelings of others. They 
have no right to be easily provoked. Many, 
alas, are easily provoked, elther for no 
cause at all, or for very small cause; 
often greatly provoked and very unrea- 
sonable and oufrageous when thev are 
provoked. They are contemptible in 
their bearing and scurrilous in thetr 
speech; they care not what they say nor 
what they do nor whom they tinsuw'it. 

“If we respected the rights of others 
as we would have our own respected, how 


soon would comg to an end pulpit and 
paper quarrels: how soon would cease 
the heart-burnings and animosities of 


factions and parties: how disappear neigh- 
borhood -strifes and brawls, vexatious law 
sults, family envies, jealousies and quar- 
rels and bitter competitions in trade. If 


we wore the ornament of a meek and 
quiet spirit how universally wouid die 
all slandering, backbiting, whispering, 
tale bearing, which put the community 
into a state of ferment.”

Dr. Willlamson spoke to a large audience 
at the First Christian church vesterday 
morning on ‘Lord, are there few that be 
saved?” He said that the answer to the 
question ranged between the two extreme 
positions of the “select few” and ‘“‘uni- 
versal salvation.’”” He admitted that pro- 
fessors of Christianity were few and la- 
mented that among those who professed 
Christ there were a great many unwor- 
thy ones and the unfaithfulneas of these 
was a great hindrance to the progress 
of the cause of Christ. The speaker as- 
signed four reasons for the fewness of 
Christians. The first reason was the 4i- 
visions in the religious world. He lament- 
|ed these and placed against every argu- 
ment that was made for denomination- 


for the ‘“‘oneness’’ of His followers. THe 
affirmed that a united church could soon 
convert a lost world and rejoice in the 


growing unity and oneness of sentiment of 


God's children. 
The second reason assigned was the 
lack of faith in the need of a personal 


regeneration. Men did not bélieve in the 
absolute necessity of being ‘“‘born again.’’ 
born ‘‘from above.” They expected to be 
saved on the ground of culture and mor- 
ality. 

The third reason assigned was the lack 
of preparation to endure unto the end. 
He who starts out without oll in his ves- 
sel with his lamp was but a foolish vir- 
gin and he who began to breast a tower 
without ‘‘counting the cost’”’ would become 
a laughing stock for the jpasserby. This 
preparation comprised a 
daily cross-bearing and a 
lowing of Jesus. 

The fourth reason assigned was a lack 
of genuine love for Christ. He strongly 
spoke of the power of love. He showed 
that seemingly superhuman strength for 


personal. fol- 


endurance was given to the mother as 
she watched by the cradle of the 
and to the devoted wife as‘she sat by 
the bedside of the stricken husband, and 
all of this was done for love. So an 
absorbing love for Jesus would make us 
endure all things and count them but 
dross for Him whose love had made Him 
leave heaven, come to earth, suffer and 
die to redeem a sin-sick world. The speak- 
er closed by saying that this love should 


be so intense that love of father or 
mother would seem, in comparison, as 
hatred.

They are 
charged with violations of the tw sec- 
tions indicated. These sections provide 


for the reporting and the manner/of re- 
porting of contagious diseases’to the 
board of health, and provide that patients 
who have contagious diseases must not 
be removed from the house in which they 
became ill, 

Authorized the Removal. 

M. M. Ansley, who is a well-known rail- 
road agent of Atlanta, announced last 
night that he had been authorized to re- 
move his little daughter from the Bon 
Air to 56 Mills street. He stated that the 
removal was authorized by Chief J. T. 
Lowry, of the sanitary department, and 
that one of the sanitary inspectors aided 
in the removal. 

Chief Lowry was questioned concern- 
ing this statement and said: 

“Mr. Ansley is correct about the mat- 
ter. I did authorize him to moye his 
daughter from the Bon Air to Mills 
street and one of the inspectors did aid 
in the removal. I knew that the other 
scarlet fever patient—that is, the little 
girl taken from the Farlinger— had been 
placed in the house on Mills street. 
Therefore when I was informed by tele- 
phone that Mr. Ansley desired taking 
his little girl there, I readily consented. 

“My reason for taking this action Is 
apparent. There was already a case of 
searlet fever at 66 Millis street, and I 
did not see that it made any difference 
whether there was one or two cases 
there. By leaving the child at the Bon 
Air others would have been !n proximity 
~—in the same house even—with the dis- 
ease, and I therefore told them it was ali 
right. I was telephoned about the case 
by one of the inspectors and when I 
gave him permission to remove the little 
patient I believe he aided in taking her 
from the Bon Air. 

“T took what I thought to be the com; 
mon sense view of the matter.” 

Rocks Thrown at House. 

There seems to be a difference of opin- 
ion among those connected with the mat- 
ter as to whether rocks were thrown at

the house in which the little patients 
were suffering. Patrolman J. M. Gloer, 
who resides at 55 Mills street, stated 


that no rocks were thrown at the house 
while he was at his home. He left for 
town about 10:30 o'clock at night, being 
amember of the morning watch of the 
police force. 

The rocks, it appears, were thrown first 
about 11 o'clock at night. Mr. Ansley, 
in speaking of the occurrence last night, 
said: 

“Although I do not care to make the 
matter any more public-than it 1s at 
present, because I consider it very unfor- 


tunate, I feel that I,should say some- 
thing in regard to the throwing of rocks. 
My wife and the nurse who is in the 


house, and who is an estimable lady of 
excellent character, both tell me that 
the rocks were thrown. 

“The first rocks were thrown about 11 
O'clock at night and the throwing of 
them continued for some time, not in- 
‘c@ssantly, but intermittently. If Mr. 
Gloer left his home at 10:50 o'clock at 
night he could not have known anything 
of the occurrence. ; 

“T do not mind the polfee trial very 
much, because I had permission from the 
Sanitary department to move my little 
daughter and one of the inspectors aided 
in moving her. I do not blame the resi- 
dents in the neighborhood of Mills street 
much for wanting us to move, and I told 
them so. I do not care to move again, 
however, because it would be dangerous 
for my daughter. 

“It appears to me that the whole oc- 
currence has a lesson. The city should 
have a contagious ward at the hospital 
or at some place, in order that just such 
cases as these might be taken there for 
hursing and treatment.”

TOHEY, SUPPOSED MADMAN, 
CHAINS HIS CELL DOOR 
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Is Edward Tohey, the queer character 
now confined at the police barracks, 
feigning insanity, or is he really the mad- 
man that he seems to be? 

That is the question which is at pres- 
emt puzzling ithe police authorities of 
Atlanta more than they have been puz- 
zled before. 

The man has barricaded himself in his 


cell, fastening the iron door with chains 
taken from the bunk, and he defies any 


one to touch the door. He holds another 
piece of heavy chain in his hand with 
which he is ready to strike any person 
who attempts to enter his cell. So far 
no officer has ventured to open the cell 
door, as there has been no reason for do- 
ing so, but the door will soon have to 
be opened, and when it is there is going 
to be a scene at the barracks which 1s 
not often witnessed in a prison. 

Having velled hir®eelf hoarse with his 
cry of “staite protection,’’ and having 
cowered in his cell, affrighted by a mob 
which he believes is outside waiting to 
cut off his head with butcher knives, the 
man has at last decided to protect him- 
self and he has secured the chains as 
weapons of defense and attack. 

The city hospital cannot take him un- 
der the rules of that institution, and 
if he was given a bea there, everybody 
else would have to leave; City Physician 
Hurt !s unwilling to certify that the man 
is a lunatic, as he might be simulal- 
ing, ani so the police have to take care 
of him. 

Tohey has now been in the city prison 
for nearly two weeks, and it is believed 
he will soon die in the cell. That might 
be a solution to the dilemma which the 
barracks officers ane now in, for they be- 
lieve when an attempt is made to move 
the maniac he will have to be fought and 
chained, 

Yesterday afternoon a reporter and an 
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artist of The Constitution went to the 
police barracks in order to get a sketch 
of ithe man. The turnkey told them to 
unfasten the chain to the cell door and 
call Tohev out. Tohey stood in the cell 
with a chain in his hand, and whenever 
an attempt was made to remove the chain 
from the door he would strike at the 
hand thrust through the grating. 

“Leave me alone in my castle,’’ he ex- 
claimed savagely, “fur if you don’t, I'll 
kill you.”’ 

The maniac came to Atlanta about three 
weeks ago. He visited the Tower and 
begged that he ke taken in and placed in 
a cell. The request was refused. He 
made the same request at the police bar- 
racks, and when he was told that the 
city prison was no lodging house, he laid 
down on the front steps and said he 
would stay there until he died. Then a 
bed was given himina cell. The next day 
he showed signs of lunacy and it wasn’t 
deemed safe to turn him out. 

He had a notion that a mob was waiting 
for him outside and for many days and 
nights he has been crying out for “‘state 
protection.”’ 

Yesterday morning the barricade was 
found in his cell. 

The men has a strange gleam in the 
eyes and it is hard to say whether it 
is the stare of a lunatic or the roguish 
twinkle of a pair of rascally eyes. 

Tohey claims 'to be a native of Ireland. 
Tie has a large ship tattooed on his breast, 
showing that he has once been a rover on 
the seas. : 

Some of his relatives reside in New 
York. He is evidently an outcast and 
what sort of a story there is behind his 
life will probably never be known. 

It is the fellow's. future and not his hid- 
den past which is at present disturbing 
the police. 

‘‘What shall we do with Tohey?” is the 
qiestion of the hour in police circles.

The entire country is in- 
fested with bands of “ladrones,’’ or rob- 
who have 2 way of hiding in the 
bushes and firing on patrols and semall 
detachments of treops: then scampering 
cff like rabbits. Companics A and B, 
stationed at Mabalacat, have suffered a 
deal from these outlaws. They

| capturec. or killed a whole patrol recently, 


as they have not been heard from since 
they wert on duty. The insurgents lately 
have begun to kill their prisoners; it 
seems that our men cannot stand the 
food which the Filipinos give to their 
prisoners and get sick; then they become 
a burden, and the robbers, rather than 


be troubled with them. kill them. We 
whip the rascals every time we meet 
them with any foree, and a hundred 
Americans can whip a thousand Filipinos. 

“You would be horrified at the nurm- 
ber af funerals among the poorer class 
out here; they are generally children, 
from four to seven deaths each day, and 
yet they can’t be missed, as every little 
shack swarms with them. The father 
comes along at the head of the proces- 
sion with the child in a little co.fin on 
his head; he is generally smoking and 
chatting merrily with his friends, while 
the mother,brothers and sisters run about 
smoking cigarettes and apparently enjoy- 
ing themselves. The child is carried to 
the church and then to the burying 
ground, where the body ts removed from 
the coffin and burled and the casket 
tuken back for future use. When I was 
in Marila I saw several boyn of the 
Twenty-ninth infantry and dined with 
them, and since reaching Magalang have 
received several letters from them. It is 
certainty good to see the faces of our 
southern boys, and espectally my Atianta | 
friends. They have been in several bat- 
tles, and as you know were with Gen- 
eral Lawton when he was killed. Manila 
is really the headquarters and basis of 
supplies for both armies and the post is 
crowded with forelgners all the time. The 
provost stopped a funeral procession while 
we were there, and on opening the casket 
found it full of Mauser rifles. The en- 
tire country is very fertile, and our com- 
pany is Jocated in a most beautiful dis- 
trict. Great groves of cocoanut, palms, 
bananas, etc., and we find these ‘nipa 
thatched bamboo combinations’ much 
more comfortable than the regulation 
tent. In January and February it was 
swelteringly warm and on the marches 
some of the men would invariably. fall 
out, being exhausted by the intense heat. 
Aitegether I find, the climate much more 
healthful than Tampa, where my old reg- 
iment, the Second Georgia, was sta- 
tioned. 

“There have been very few casualties 
in our regiment, elther from sickress ofr 
battle. A few weeks aco a pathetic inci- 
dent occurred when a little Italian, whom 
we enlisted in the states, vas mortally 
wounded: He was plucky to the last, 
and when he was dying called a comrada 
to him and said: ‘Me no fraid to die fer 
An:ericn.’ 

‘We were at San Fernando—a town 
about eight miles from here, when the 
last mail came. The headquarters build- 
ing there ts a regular:mansion, and I sat 
at a table well lighted, within a perfect 
bower of tropical plants, and read my 
letters and The Atlanta Constitutions. A 
rative orchestra was playing in the cor- 
ridors and these natives are nothing if 
not musical. They play the most beauti- 
ful dance music, dreamy waltzes and de- 
Kightful two-steps. And to be at 2 dis- 
tance and hear a ‘biale’ or dance going 
on, cne could imagine graceful soft-eyed 
maidens gliding dreamily on the strong 
arms of stalwart lovers and all that kind 
of romance, but if you glance within the 
delusion vanishes and you see a lot of 
misshapen Malays with wooden shoes 
hopping about like kangaroos. How I do 
enjoy those month and a haif old Con- 
stitutions! When I finish with them I 
always send them way down to Jclo 
island to one of the Marietta boys, who 
is in the rerular army. 

‘Just think, one year from today the 
old boat will be on ‘ts voyage home, my 
duties to Uncle Sam will hive been per- 
formed and erch hour will bring me 
nearer to where my thoughts ever are, 
‘way down scuth in Dixie.’ ”’
